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PREFACE 

There is an entrance examination to every course of 
•study leading to a primary degree, like B.A., B.S. 

This examination varies somewhat in the different 
institutions, but it may be said that the average 
entrance examination is upon those branches which 
are studied in the average high school. 

Usually a man must be a bachelor before he can 
commence the course leading to a master degree, and 
a master before he can become a candidate for a doc- 
tor degree. 

There is always an examination before a degree is 
conferred, although this may not be distinctly stated 
in this work. In the case of an honorary degree, there 
is an examination of the character, professional and 
scholastic standing, and of the literary, scientific, and 
professional works of the candidate. 

I know that some of these degrees are conferred by 
institutions which could not properly be called univer- 
sities, yet as any of them might be a department of a 
university I have ventured to use the title: A Dic- 
tionary of University Degrees. If I had used no limit- 
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ing word it might have been thought that the wort 
included all scholastic and perhaps Masonic degrees. 

I do not consider this book perfect nor my work 
finished. I rather look upon this as a step toward a 
larger and more exhaustive book which will deal more 
fully with the history of each degree. To assist in 
this expansion I have had the work printed with alter- 
nate blank pages, so that every reader may make his 
own notes, which I shall be glad to have him send to 
me. 

I shall be very glad to receive criticisms, corrections,, 
information relative to new degrees and the history 
of old ones. 

In explaining a degree which is not common it is 
usually stated what institution confers it, but this- 
does not always mean that it is not conferred by anj 
other.

proper abbreviation, but the two L's are used to indi- 
cate the two kinds of Law. 

But these L's now stand for any and all kinds of 
Law. In every department of knowledge we find rules 
or Laws which are the real essence of that knowledge. 

When LL.D., is conferred upon a man, it indicates 
that he has a profound knowledge of the Laws of his 
profession, or that department of knowledge in which 
he is working. LL.D., is the oldest, the highest, and- 
most valuable university degree, and is conferred only 
on such as have made themselves very eminent by 
their skill, learning and original work. It is seldom 
conferred before the recipient is fifty years of age. 

LL.D., is usually conferred as an honorary degree, 
but Shurtleff, Chicago and McGill propose to confer it 
upon the completion of required work and examina- 
tions in any of the higher departments of knowledge. 

LL.D., is sometimes conferred as the third degree in 
the line: LL.B., LL.M., LL.D., for work in Law 
schools, but D.C.L., is more often conferred in 
this way.
